Montreal, September 7.—Cardinal 
Vannutelli, the aged representative of 
Piux X at the Eucharistic Congress, 
fainted tonight in the midst of a*bril® 
liant reception given in his honor by 


the Canadian government. 

There were 4,000 persons in the 
great drawing room of Windsor hotel, 
when Sir Charles Murphy, the secre- 
tary of state, caused the announce- 
ment to be made that the prelate was 
unable to continue the reception. Half 
an hour later, however, the prelate 
said that he was quite himself again, 
and wished to return to the drawing 
room. But Dr. Guerm, mayor of the 
city, advised him to abandon the re- 
ception, and he was taken to the 
episcopal palace. Several physicians 
offered their services, but to all the 
prelate said in broken English: 

“T am ‘ust tired, that is all. You 
wouldn't have a young man like me be 
frightened in the presence of my col- 
league, Cardinal Logue.” 

Cardinal Vannutelll had received 
perhaps fifteen hundred persons when 
he collapsed. He had intended to at- 
tend a night service at Notre Dame, 
and the structure was packed to ca- 
pacity—above 15,000 persons—and 
6,000 more were gathered outside when 
word came that the cardinal would be 
unable to be present.

WINS 5 POINTS 


In Fisheries Dispute With 
Great Britain. 


Great Britain Sustained in Only 
Two Points Out of the Seven 
Submitted to The Hague. 
Award Regarding Newfound- 
land Favors United States. 


The “‘ague, September 7.—The In- 
ternation Court of Arbitration, after 
hearing aa arguments, today 
rendered its decision in the New Found- 
land fisheries submitted by the 
governments of the United States and 
Great Britain, but which also involved 
the local governments of Canada and 
New Fcundiand. 

Americans Claim Victory. 

Neither country wins a clear-cut 
award, but the Americans claim a sub- 
stantial victory.

On 
questions, or points, the tribunal sup- 
ports the United States in five in- 
stances and Great Britain in the two 
others. 

The British consider the two points 
decided in their favor, Nos. 1 and 5, as 
‘of the highest importance, and it is 
understood that the colonial office is 
satisfied with the outcom:.

Boston, September 7.—Over land ané 
sea, Claude Grahame-White, of Eng- 
land, sailed out to Boston Lights and 
return late today in his Bleriot mono- 
the first competitor for The 
Globe $310,000 prize, the blue-ribbon 
event of the Harvard-Boston aero 
meet at Atlantic. The course was of 
33 miles, consisting of two trips of 7 
miles each straight down the harbor 
to the Hght and return, then a num- 
ber of turns on the course to make the 
total mileage.

At an elevation of approximately 
1000 feet, White headed his machine 
toward the sea, and the torpedo boats 
Stringham, MacDonough and Balley 
took up the chase, but soon were out- 
distanced. White turned the light in 
about ten minutes, and flew back over 
the field 1,500 feet high, circled the 
Pylon, and was off again on the sec- 
ond tap before the thousdids below 
hardly had time to catch their breath.

Injunction Case Against 
City Will Be Resumed 
This Morning. 


~ The injunction case by citizens who 


opposed the city using the dumping 
grounds on Bellwood avenue was re- 
sumed in the superior court before 
Judge George Bell yesterday morning. 

An affidavit signed by J. T. Mills and 
others made the following allegations: 

1. The undersigned were present in 
a body at the city dumping grounds 
on March 15, 1910, and went there to 
see conditions as they existed. ; 

2. They found six open pits of night 
soil that had nothing whatever thrown 
over them, and were in a continual 
ferment, and foul gases were con- 
tinually rising and blubbering from 
the green and frothy surface of these 
pits that had soured and were in a 
continual work of fermentation. 

3. They found, in addition to the six 
uncovered pits, some fifteen other pits 
over which a small amount of earth 
had been thrown, but night soil had 
run through this earth and was stand- 
ing in pools in the pits. 

4. They next visited the place where 
the bodies of dead animals were sup- 
posed to be buried, and found the fol- 
lowing conditions: 4 

From 1,000 to 1,500 pounds of meat 
had been ‘cut.and piled up on the 
ground, hogs were around eating on it. 
The keeper or person in charge of the 
dump was asked what he did with 


j those hogs that were walking around 


there eating that flesh, and he said 
that he sold them to the butchers in 
the city of Atlanta. 

They saw laying around promiscuous- 
ly on the 
animals that had never been skinn 
Three pits were filled with the entra 


covered, apparently no effort or ar- 
rangements being made to cover them. 

City Attorney Mayson, representing 
the defense, introduced a flood of affi- 
davits from citizens in all walks of 
life, including six physicians, city em- 
ployees and residents of that locality. 

Adjournment was taken at 2 o'clock, 
when the defense announced that only 
about half of its testimony was in. The 
case will be continued before Judge 
Bell at 9:30 o’clock this morning.

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The building cost approximately $12,- 
500. It is brick veneered, tile-cover- 
ed, and thoroughly modern in every 
respect. The interior finishing is in 
mission oak. The seats are opera 
chairs, arranged in a semi-circle. The 
main floor of the auditorium will seat 
500 people, and the balcony will seat 
almost as many more. There is a Sun- 
day school room and pastor's study 
opening into the main auditorium. 

The first movement to build a church 
in Oakland City was made in Angust, 
1907, when a mass meeting of the cit- 
izens was held, and a decision to build 
a Baptist church reached, and $1,600 
was subscribed. The church was or- 
ganized in a school building in May, 
1909, sixty names being enrolled upon 
the church roster. There are now more 
than 75 members. The erection of the 
church was begun in August, 1909. 

The following is the building com-

ANEW REPUBLICAN PARTY FACES THE NATION. 


Tuesday’s republican primaries the country over wrote a new 
and momentous chapter in national political history. 

Here is its significance: 

The old republican party, as we have known it for half a cen- 
tury, is in process of dissolution. , 

A new republican party, as far apart as the poles from the old 
organization in practice and principle, is swiftly forming its squares 
and battalions from the demoralized rank and file of traditional re- 
publicanism. | 

The long-coming climax of the verdict at the polls last Tuesday 
shows the revolution as already more than half accomplished. 

In Michigan, Senator Julius Caesar Burrows has been over- 
whelmingly repudiated. Burrows was the alter ego, the faithful 
shadow of Aldrich and Aldrichism. In virtually every ballot upon 
the new tariff in the senate he voted with the Rhode Island dictator. 
Their variation in action and policy was so slight as to be negligible. 
In him the main prop, after Aldrich, of the peculiarly republican doc- 
trine of special privilege in the senate has gone the way of Aldrich 


and of Cannon. , 


In Vermont, accepted by the politically astute as the weather 


vane for the later national elections, the republican majorities have 
been reduced as at no time since 1870, with two minor exceptions. 

In New Hampshire, once as immovably stand-pat as Vermont, 
an insurgent governor has been selected. ’ 

In Wisconsin, La Follette, probably the original “insurgent,” who 
typifies the antipodal extreme to Aldrich, has swept his reactionary 
opponent from the running by a vote of 5 to I. 

In California the insurgents have captured the state machinery 
with hardly a struggle. And all these have followed Iowa, Kansas, 
Nebraska and other states in which republican insurgency has tri- 
umphed against the old order. 

In brief, in those preliminary battles and skirmishes relied upon 
tc reveal the popular drift, the insurgents have swept the country. 
They have written an imprimatur upon the republican party in lan- 
guage that is unmistakably that of possession. 

Nor did it require the verdict of Tuesday to set forth that fact. 
For weeks the most ingrained stand-patters have been repudiating 
Cannon and Cannonism, Aldrich and Aldrichism. 

The rejection, from such source, of Cannon and that for which he 
stands does not lack in elements of pathos and, partially, cowardice. 
Many of the old-line “regulars” now most vehement in their repudia- 
tion of the speaker are responsible for the system of which he is but 
the expression and the scapegoat. 

He is a creature of their own making and maintenance. They 
were ready enough to glory in his tyranny, so long as it brought 
them the fruits of patronage and political strength and even meas- 
urably escaped public condemnation. } 

Now that he stands isolated as the principal representatiye 
of the old regime with courage to defend its doctrines and pre- 
cepts, his previous idolators seek to save their own hides by 
joining the pack at his back. It is a species of chicken-heartedness 
inseparable from politics, but none the more savory. 

Where does this insurgency that has now become instead a 
party revolution leave President ‘Taft: 

If logic counts and consistency rules, how can he escape being 
engulfed in the storm that has overtaken the Bourbon element of 
his party? 

At a time when he could have redeemed his pledge to the peo- 
ple by aligning himself with the progressive sentiment, he was 
upholding the hands of Cannon in the house, Aldrich in the senate. 
At a time when the insurgents were making possible even a shad- 
owy redemption of party pledges by grace of the democrats, he 
was nailing La Follette and Dolliver and Murdock, and allowing 
his name to be used in devices of intimidation. 

The victory has been won without his aid—despite his oppost- 
tion. Now that opposition has become political suicide, with what 
curious and incredible grace will come a profession of the new 
faith with the clock on the last stroke of the hour that sounds 
the death knell of the very things for which he stood with Aldrich 
and Cannon at a time when he had the making of the new tariff 
bill in the hollow of his hands. 

From the lions of the moribund republican party a new repub- 
lican party is coming into existence. 

It is the new product that the democrats must face in the fall 
elections, now impending, in the presidential elections two years 
hence. 

The issues upon which battle is to be, joined are yet nebulous. 

Upon their formulation, and the strength and fidelity with 
which they are to be presented, will depend the tenure of the 
organization. | 

Democratic success in the congressional elections this fall is 
almost assured. ~ Prospects for democratic success in the presi- 
dential contest for 1912 are brighter than in many years. 

In the face of this auspicious condition, the democratic party 
must shape its course with intense circumspection and alertness, 
if it would wring victory out of a dramatically complicated situ- 
ation. 

For at the polls this autumn, and tn a greater degree two years 
hence, the democracy will not be facing its traditional foe—the 
old republican party. 

.. It will be facing a new republican party, a party absolutely 
dominated by the so-called insurgent element, remade from bilge- 
keel to topmast, and gaining the larger part of its popular appeal 


and its national strength by the appropriation and assimilation of 


principles, issues and doctrines originated by and segregated from 
the democratic party, piecemeal or by swift stages. 

That is the paradoxical drama for which the political stage in 
America is now being rapidly set. Whether the democrats rise to 
the opportunity, or whether the revolutionized republican party 
retains its ascendency—the forthcoming two years holds political 
chapters the more thrilling for the fact that they are now un- 
fathomable. :

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BIBB PRISON INFESTED 
WITH HUNDREDS OF RATS 
Prisoners Find Rat Killing 


Splendid Sport and 
Pastime. 


Macon, Ga., September 7.—At the 
Bibb county jail killing of rats is the | 
favorite sport. pastime, recreatien, 
amusement and exercise of the prison- 
ers on the second floor. There are nine 
prisoners on this tier, and between 
them they have killed nearly 200 rats 
within the last three weeks, by hit- 
ting the rodents with thrown missiles 
such as shoes, pocket-knives and hair- 
brushes.

FIRE DEPARTMENT 
REPORT IS MADE 


The Special Committee Did 
| Good Inspection Work in 
Other Cities. 


The special committee from the 
beard of firemasters accomplished a 
good piece of work in making the trip 
abroad to inspect fire apparatus in 
other cities, as was shown by the fo!l- 
lowing report made to the board, 
adopted by that body and referred to 
the general counci] yesterday after- 
noon: 

“Your committee appointed by your 
honorable body, to attend the conven- 
tion of fire chiefs at Syracuse; and to 
visit various cities for the purpose of 
investigating and inspecting the fire 
alarm system, beg to report a@ fol- 
lows: 

“We visited New York city, Albany, 
Newark, N. J.. and Syracuse and ther- 
Gughly investigated the aystem of 
work in these cities. In Newark more 
time was spent in examining the sys- 
tem than elsewhere, as the superin-« 
tendent was very careful to show us 
every detail, and in view of the fact 
that Atianta will need a system about 
the sise ef the ome in operation at 
Newark. This fire alarm system can 
only be purchased from one company, 
to-wit, the Gamewell Company, and 
that is the system Atlanta is using 
now, although rather antiquated, Mr. 
Crocker, of the Gamewell Company, is 
now preparing plans for the new sys- 
tem, showing cost, etc, for the infor- 
mation of the general council. Since 
the various suburbs were taken into 
the city, we find that there are no fire 
alarm boxes in Brookwood, Oakland 
City, Battle Hill, Edgewood or Druid 
Hilla, and in ylew of the premise made 
the people that their lives and prop- 
erty should be protected, we are com- 
pelled to have a new fire alarm sys- 
tem, to carry out the promises made, 
it being impossible to add to the pres- 
ent system, 

“The system needed for our city 
will have to be installed in a room 20 
by 5@ feet. We cannot utilize head- 
quarters unless we enlarge same, there- 
fore the proper place to install the 
new system would be the old postoffice 
building, should the city secure same, 
and we earnestly recommend that 
Steps be taken to purchase this new 
system at the earliest possible mo- 
ment. 

Fire Equipment. 

“The new engine house, No. 12, cor- 
ner of DeKalb and Moreland avenues, 
is now nearing completion, and must 
be equipped. We believe the city 
should purchase an ‘auto engine’ at 
once. 

“The auto engine is the coming ap- 
paratus for fighting fires, especiaily 
in the outlying districts. We saw 
on exhibition in Syracuse a combina- 
tion auto engine, hose, chemical and 
engine combined, three in one. We 
witnessed the demonstration of this 
engine, and believe Atlanta should 
have one to install in No. 12. We saw 
one of these engines at work for six 
hours without stopping, throwing a 
steady stream. We tested the engine 
as to its hill-climbing capacity, and 
we believe it can climb any hill in 
Atlanta with ease. This belief is justi- 
fied by a practical demonstration, as 
your committee was on the engine 
when it climbed the hills. We are of 
the opinion that one of these engines 
will save the city between $4,000 and 
$5,000 per annum in horses and men. 

“We cannot too strongly urge upon 
the genera) council] the importance of 
purchasing one of these engines at 
once, as the demand for them will nec- 
essarily delay the delivery of the en--: 
gine severa}| months if not ordered 
now. Seven of them were sold while 
we were in Syracuse to different 
cities.” 

The report is signed by J. C. Harri- 
son, W. A. Hancock, S&S. R. Johnsten 
and W. B. Cummings, committee.

FORCE REDUCED 
AT PRISON FARM 


Work Was Not Satisfac- 
tory and Commission 
Wanted to Retrench. 


For the stated purpose of cutting 
down the expenses maintaining the 
institution, the prison commission has 
announced several important changes 
in the working force employed at the 
State farm in Milledgeville. 

Colonel John W. Adams, purchasing 
agent and auditor, and Captain Joseph 
Williams and his wife, who were 
warden and matron, respectively of 
the female department of the institu- 
tion, have been dismissed from service 

O. N. Maxwell, who has been tele- 
&raph operator at the prison farm sta- 
tion, has been appointed to succeed 
Warden Williams at a Salary of $700 
per year; his wife has been appointed 
as matron at a salary of $300 per year; 
R. K. Foster, of Augusta, has been 
appointed depot agent and auditor, 
and Superintendent J. M. Burke has 
had added to his other duties the du- 
ties of purchasing agent. The changes 
will become effective on October 1. 

Regarding the changes at the insti- 
tution, Chairman G. R. Hutchens, act- 
ing aS spokesman for the commision, 
said: 

No Charges Preferred. 

“The changes in the force at the 
prison farm have been made because 
the commission knows that expenses 
can be materially reduced thereby. 
While there is no _ ulterior motive 
back of the changes, I may say that 
conditions have not been just exactly 
as they should be, and while there 
have been no formal] charges against 
anyone connected with the institution, 
the work has not been aitogether gat- 
isfactory. 

“I wish, in this connection, that you 
would correct the report that these 
changes have been made by myself as 
chairman of the commission. The 
changes were ordered by the commis- 
sion. There are three members, and 
I am only one of those members. I did 
not make the changes myself, and 
would have no authority to do so.” 

At Will of Commission. 

Regarding the report from Milledge- 
ville that Colonel Adams, purchasing 
agent and auditor claims he has acon- 
tract good until April, and that he will 
contest for his salary until that time, 
Chairman Hutchens said: 

“Every employee at the prison farm 
is employed subject to the wil of the 
prison commission, and may be re- 
moved at any time and for any reason 
which the commision thinks best.”

WAS DISCIPLINED 


Warden Moyer Makes 
Statement of Facts in 
the Case. 


Following telegraphic authority from 
the attorney general's office, Warden 
W. H. Moyer, of the Atlanta federal 
prison, has given out a statement rela- 
tive to the confinement last May of 
Charles W. Morse to his cell fvr in- 
fringement of the prison rules. A teéele- 
gram to the warden from the attorney 
general's office authorized him to 
make a statement to representatives 
of the press, which he has done. 

The warden denies the stories which 
have been printed to the effect that 
Morse was confined in a dungeon and 
given only bread and water. He states 
that he was kept, confined only in a 
cell and that he was given full diet. 
His confinement, the warden states, 
was limited to only two days. 

Warden Moyer further states that 
the stories to the effect that Morse's 
health has been impaired by his pun- 
ishment is without foundation, as the 
prisoner is now in better health than

Mr. Moyer’s Statement. 

Following is the statement in full 
as made by the warden in reference to 
the matter: 

“On May 18 a prisoner in the exer- 
cising quarters was discovered by a 
guard to have a dollar bill in his pos- 
session. When questioned, this pris- 
oner stated that he had received the 
money from another prisoner. The 
prisoner whom he indicated declared 
he had gotten the money from Morse; 
that he had asked Morse for it, and 
that Morse had said it was against the 
rules to give him money, but he would 
put it on his bed in the haspital quar- 
ters, where the prisoner would find it 
and he would have nothing to do with 
his finding it. 

“Deputy Warden Harrison questioned 
Morse about the money. Morse stated 
that he had rather not say where he 
got it. Upon his continued refusal to 
answer the questions of the deputy 
warden, Morse was placed in solitary 
confinement, on full diet. 

“On the second day of Morse’s con- 
finement I was on my way to see him. 


I met Mrs. Morse, and she asked per- 
mission to see her husband. I told her 


that Morse was in trouble, and that 
she could not see him On that day. 

“Mrs. Morse announced that she had 
a confession to make to me. She stated 
that she had given her husband $15, 
smuggling it into his coat pocket while 
he was signing some papers in the 
office. 

Morse Made Confession. 

“Morse made a similar confession & 
short time afterward, except he placed 
the amount given him by his wife at $6 
instead of $15. During the course of 
my interview with him he finally ad- 
mitted that he had $46 in all, $15 given 
him by his wife and $31 which his 
former partner, W. P. Reed, had slipped 
to him during a conversation between 
them in the prison. 

“Morse told me that two of the pris- 
oners had been given a dollar each; 
that he had. $3 himself, and that $41 
he had placed in an envelope and given 
over to the keeping of another pris- 
oner. ; 

“As soon aS Morse made his confes- 
sion he was released from the solitary 
cell. Additional. punishment accorded 
him for violating the rules Was a re- 
duction from the first to the second 
grade, and a deduction from his ‘good 
behavior time’ of twenty days. At the 
expiration of ninety days Morse was 
put back in the first grade. He now 
enjoys the same privileges he did be- 
fore his trouble. 

‘The published statement that his 
confinement resulted in a physical 
breakdown and that it was necessary 
to take him to the hospital is untrue. 
Morse is in better health now than he 
was when admitted to this institution. 
He is not now engaged in the library 
work, but is preparing an index 
showing the physical condition of the 
prisoners when they enter and when 
they leave. 

‘This work seems congenial to him 
and he is giving excellent satisfaction 
The statement that Morse’s offense 
consisted of giving money to a crig 
pled prisoner was also erroneous. At 
the time Morse distributed some of his 
funds he didn’t know that any oti It 
would reach the cripple. It reached 
him through a nurse. This statemen’ 
gives the true facts in the case from 
beginning to end.”

Last spring, when many of my 
friends urged me to announce for re- 
election, I wave the question my care- 
ful -and earnest consideration, after 
which I issued a statement to the peo- 
ple, explaining the reasons why 
would be unable to make the race 
again. and then definitely announced 
that | would retire from public office 
on January 2 next.

month. At this level offerings were 
lees urgent and the market steadied 
on profit-taking by recent sellers, 
while during the afternoon reports of 
an increas demand for spot cotton 
im the south from exporters and fear 
that the West Indian storm might 
reach the belt in sufficient force to 
damage open cotton, encouraged a lit- 
tle buying for local accounts.

@ net gain of 9 points, closing at 13.49, 
or 4 points net higher.

DEPRESSED STOCKS 


Market Followed Tradition on 
News of Reduced Repub- 
lican Majorities. 


New York, September 7.—Events, 
which it was supposed were awaited 
to dissolve the uncertginty and hesita- 
tion of the speculation in stocks, suc- 
ceed each other without bringing any 
relief to the duliness, Yesterday it 
was the Vermont elections which were 
said to be depressing activity in the 
market. Today attention was carried 
forward to tomorrow's government re- 

ort on grain crep conditions. Should 
hat fail to arouse activity in the 
dealings in stocks, th coming Sapper 
dealings in stocks, and the monthly 
statement of unfiled tonnage orders 
ef the United States Steel Corporation 
will be brought forward as the sub- 
jects on which light is desired. The 
atock market followed its tradition in 
depressing prices on pews of reduced 
republican majorities in a Vermont 
state election. As yesterday's selling 
seems to have been based on expecta- 
tion of the result there was sufficient 
demand from uncovered shorts to rally 
prices. The action of the market was 
accepted as another proof of its ex- 
ceedingly narrow and professional pro- 
portions now goingon. There was an- 
other lapse in intérest, in consequence 
and the later market lost nearly all 
semblance of interest. 

The disposition to cover shorts was 
enhanced by the belief that tomor- 
row'’s government report on crop con- 
ditions may show improvement. The 
spring wheat crop, especially is be- 
lieved to have made up part of its late 
deficinecy to an extent to promise a 
prosperous tota} yield. The showing 
of ef the eorn crop, even if favorabie, 
is likely to be accepted with more re- 
serve, owing to the conviction that the 
year will offer unusual hazards from 
frost damage, owing to the lateness of 
the crop in maturing. For this reason 
every day of warm, favoring weather 
in the corn belt gives special gratffica- 
tion as adding a fresh portion to the 
amount of the crop already made and 
secure from frost. 

The adjustment to more normal price 
levels inthe cotton market is a matter 
that would bringsatisfaction to an ¢x- 
tensive circle of financial and indus- 
trial interests, especially for the effect 
it would have in inciting export de- 
mand for that product and thus help- 
ing to restore the discrepancy in the 
foreign trade position.

ROUTE COMMITTEE 
STARTS ON TRIP 


Enthusiasm Means Atlanta- 
Jacksonville Highway 
Will Be Built. 


To select the route for the Atlafi{a- 
Macon-Jacksonville highway, t 
route committee, composed of Atlanta, 
Macon and Jacksonville experts, left 
the city yesterday afternoon at 3:30 
o'clock in autos. headed for Macon, 
where they will complete the first leg 
of the journey. 

The route committee -vas entertain- 
ed while in the city by the members of 
the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, 
dining at the Capita] City Club with 
the directors of that 1rganization. 
This took place after a business meet- 
ing held in the chamber rooms and 
an hour’s sight-seeing ride about the 
city. in which al] the committee mem- 
bers took part. 

The party went directly from At- 
lanta to Griffin, where last night was 
spent. The trip from Atlanta to Jack- 
sonville will be made by easy stages 
fin order to give the committee time 
tu study not only the topography of 
the country, but the other induce- 
ments that various routes have to 
offer. 

On jeaving Griffin this morning the 
party will go to Macon via Forsyth, 
Barnesville ahd intermediate points. In 
Macon a snort stop will be made, but 
the party expects to reach Perry, the 
county seat of Houston county, 30 
miles below Macon, by tonight. 

Considering Several Routes. 

The route of the highway, it is prace- 
tically certain, will lie along that 
traversed by the party in this trip from 
Atlanta to Perry, but from this point 
southward severa] routes are under 
consideration. For this reason the 
work of the party will lie largely in 
the section of the state south of Perry. 

Tift county is among those using 
every effort to have the highway come 
her way. From the Tifton Chamber 
of Commerce there have come to the 
route committee assurances that A 
graded and cherted roadway 30 feet 
wide will be run entirely through the 
county in case the highway is car- 
ried tuat way. 

Coffee and Berrien counties are also 
anxious to have the highway. Coffee 
county officials have written the com- 
mittee promising as good a stretch of 
road as’is to be found in the state, 
while Berrien county now has her con- 
viets at work on her roads and prom- 
ises to set the pace for all the others 
by the time the new highway can be 
completed. 

A. N. Patton, mayor of Abbeville, is 
making a strong bid for the higliway 
to come through his town, 
excellent reads through the entire 
county, while Ashburn is making just 
as strenuous efforts to have the route 
run through Turner county. 

Others Want It. 

S. A. Hinely, of Live Oak, Fla., ap- 
peared before the committee to urge 
the claims of his town upon the high- 
way route. It is believed that the in- 
terstate road will run from Valdosta 
down to Jasper and from Jasper to 
Lake City. Mr. Hinely wants the 
route changed a trifle to include Live 
Oak, the largest inland town in Flori- 
da, between Jasper and Lake City, 
offering better roads as a reagon for 
the change The committee will con- 
sider it in case the Valdosta route is 
chosen. 

The committee js composed,of J. J. 
Logan, chairman, and D. H. McMillan, 
representing the Jacksonville Cham- 
ber of Commerce; E. H. Hyman, of 
Macon, secretary of the Macon cham- 
ber and also secretary of the commit- 
tee: B. M. Hall and Paul Norcross, of 
Atlanta. Dr. 8S. W. McCallie, state 
geologist, is making the auto trip 
with the committee as an expert on 
sotis and road work.

Jury Verdict for 
Big Sum. 


Attorney Lawton Nalley, one of the 


best-known young members of the At- 
lanta bar, is being congratulated by 
his numerous friends upon the splen- 
did verdict for damages which he se- 
cured in the trial of a case in Calhoun, 
Gordon county, Tuesday.
